Lincoln And Education 
We wonder the am azem ent Abraham Lincoln would 
have if he could enter the portals of one of the m any new 
tem ples of learning available to the m ost humble child of 
Hoosierland today. What a departure from his days of 
boyhood in Spencer County Indiana, where he received all 
his lifetim e’s formal classroom experience. W riting in 
first person in response in inquiry about his education, 
Lincoln once penned: 


“The aggregate of all his schooling did not am ount to 
one year. He was never in a college or academ y as a 
student. . . What he has in the way of education he has 
picked up. After he was twenty-three and had separated 
from 
his 
father, 
he 
studied 
English 
gram m ar— 
im perfectly, of course, but so as to speak and write as well 
as he now does. He studies and nearly m astered the six 
books of Euclid since he w as a m em ber of Congress. He 
regrets his want of education and does what he can to 
supply the w ant.” 


Yet, of all the writings and speeches by all the public 
leaders in written history, scholars agree that none 
surpasses the purity, clarity, and literary genius of 
Lincoln, the unlearned. 


In a letter of consolation to Mrs. Bixby, of Boston, 
Lincoln is said to have com posed: 


D ear Madam: 
“ I have been shown in the files of the War D epartm ent 
a statem ent of the Adjutant General of M assachusetts 
that you are the mother of five sons who have died 
gloriously on the field of battle. I feel how weak and 
fruitless must beany words of m ine which should attem pt 
to beguile you from the grief and loss so overwhelm ing. 
But I cannot refrain from tendering to you the coasolation 
that m ay be found in the thanks of the Republic they died 
to save I pray that our Heavenly Father may assuage the 
anguish of your bereavem ent, and leave you only the 
cherished m em orv of the loved and lost, and the solem n 
pride that m ust be yours to have laid so costly a sacrifice 
upon the altar of Freedom .” 
Yours, very sincerely and respectively, 
Abraham Lincoln. 


Such is the writing ability of the Kentuckian born in 
poverty tim es of parents who could neither read nor 


write, w hose life was marked by extrem e sim plicity and a 
passion to overcom e the ignorance which prevailed in his 
fam ily and am ong most of his associates in his early 
lifetim e 


This February 12 we salute the vigor and sim ple 
honesty of Abraham Lincoln, who gave his life to preserve

Suit For Impounded Funds To Stand 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Indiana apparently won’t 
call off its lawsuit against the federal government even 
though President Ford announced Tuesday the release 
of $2 billion in impounded highway funds to the states. 
Indiana has pending in federal court here a suit 
seeking to force the release of $180 million in impounded 
federal highway funds. The suit, authorized by Gov. Otis 
H. Bowen, contends the $180 million is the amount 
Indiana would have received from the total $11 billion 
impounded in recent years. 
William J. Watt, 
Bowen’s executive assistant 
in 
charge of transportation and energy, said it’s estimated 
Indiana would receive $40 million of the $2 billion Ford 
said would be released. 
“ According to the anaylsis our highway departm ent 
has been running, based on existing formulas, we 
estim ate Indiana’s share in the range of $40 million,” 
Watt said. “ This could be used as soon as received on 
construction projects.”

(Actress Rosemary DeCamp 
is one of many Hollywood ce­ 
lebrities who pursue worthwhile 
hobbies off camera.

You’ve seen Denver Pyle as

Denver has a collection of 
books and workshop manuals 
about watches and clocks. He 
trades parts with collectors all 
over the U.S. “It’s a good way 
to make friends,” he says. 


N ot too long ago, while he 
was filming a “Streets o f San 
Francisco” TV episode in the 
Bay City, Denver bought an 
old, 
defunct 
8-day 
Waltham 
clock at a garage sale for $1. 
“I got it working that night in 
my

room," 
he 
recalls.

“It’s very important to keep 
your hands clean when you’re 
working with these tiny metal 
parts,” Pyle advises.

THE MALPRACTICE HASSLE 
The board of trustees of Rush Memorial Hospital gave 
considerable time at their meeting Monday night to 
discussion of the new high cost of malpractice insurance. 


Price of this insurance has not only skyrocketed, but 
the increase in m alpractice suits against doctors and 
hospitals is causing a deep rift between two professional 
groups, and is actually in many instances crippling health 
services in many places. 


Doctors blame attorneys for this, and attorneys 
blame the medical people. Governor Bowen is attempting 
to get some legislation enacted which will limit attorney 
fees and to place a ceiling on law suits against doctors. 


The hospital board has approved a letter written in 
behalf of the legislation, a copy of which is being sent to 
Senator Sheaffer and Representative Richardson: 


This letter is to urge you to vote in favor of the 
“Patient’s Compensation Board Bill,” which has been 
introduced and assigned to the Labor Committee, to deal 
with the ever increasing problems of acquiring and af­ 
fording malpractice insurance for health care providers. 
The implications of this problem in our community is that 
we may face the possibility that several of our physicians 
electing to retire early from their practice leaving the 
citizens of Rush County without an anesthesiologist or 
anyone to do obstetrics, along with the loss of a primary 
care physicians. Along with these serious implications, 
the ability of our community to attract new and younger 
physicians will be greatly affected. 


The Board of Trustee’s of Rush Memorial Hospital 
would, therefore, like to take this opportunity to en­ 
courage you to review the facts related to this m atter and 
hopefully vote in favor of this piece of legislation. 


If you should have any questions related to these 
m atters or any other area of health care legislation, and 
how it will affect the citizens of Rush County, please 
contact our adm inistrator, Karl F. Stein. 


Thank you for time and interest, and we are sure you 
will convey this information to your fellow members. 


I am of the personal opinion that any deterrant to the 
obtaining of health care is wrong. Maybe the news media 
ought to get into this fracas between the lawyers and 
doctors and , through research and exposure, bring some 
light on the subject.

Ignored by the press, 
ridiculed by contemporaries, 
Lincoln’s 266 word Gettysburg 
Address has lived through the 
ages, an example of distilled 
wisdom 
which 
should 
be 
followed by writers and orators. 
History has named him the 
“Great Emancipator,” but he 
did not live to see enactment of 
the 13th and 14th amendments to 
the constitution, basis for our 
current civil and equal rights 
legislation. Many of his com­ 
ments are as timely today as the 
day they were spoken. 
In 1838, he said: “I hope I am 
over w ary; but if I am not, there 
is even now something of ill- 
omen amongest us. I mean the 
increasing disregard for law 
which pervades the country; 
the 
growing disposition 
to 
substitute the wild and furious 
passions in lieu of the sober 
judgment of courts. Accounts of 
outrages committed by mobs 
form the everyday news of the 
tim es. 
But, men who 
love 
tranquility, who desire to abide 
by the laws and enjoy their 
benefits, who would gladly spill 
their blood in defense of their 
country; seeing their property 
destroyed; their families in­ 
sulted; 
and their lives 
en­ 
dangered; 
their persons 
in­ 
jured; and seeing nothing in 
Drospect 
that forebodes 
a 
change for the better; become 
tired of and disgusted with a 
Government that offers them no 
protection 
and they are not 
much averse t» a change in 
which they imagine they have 
nothing to lose.” 
He concluded: “This, then, by 
the 
operation 
of 
this 
m obocratic spirit which all 
must admit is now abroad in the 
land, the strongest bulwark of 
any G overnm ent, and p a r­ 
ticularly of those constituted 
like ours, may effectually be 
broken down and destroyed. Let 
every American, every lover of 
liberty, every well-wisher of his 
posterity, swear by the blood of 
the Revolution never to violate 
in the least particualr the laws 
of the country; and never to 
tolerate their violation by 
others.

remember that to violate the 
law is to trample on the blood of 
the father, and to tear the 
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charter of his own and his 
children’s liberty.” 
Lincoln was not one to stand 
idle while his beliefs were en­ 
dangered. Opposed to slavery, 
he assisted in the formation of a 
new political party when the 
Whigs failed to take a positive 
stand against the issue. On 
February 28, 1854, a meeting of 
voters at Ripon, Wisconsin, laid 
foundation for- a new party, 
which elected eleven U. S. 
Senators and a plurality in the 
House in the 1854 elections. John 
C. Fremont became the first 
presidential 
nominee 
to 
represent the new Republican 
party, losing in a close race in 
the election which forged the 
Democratic controlled “solid 
South.”

Two out of every three of the 
nation’s taxpayers can expect 
federal income tax refunds from

The Pentagon confirmed that 
on Jan. 7, it m ade a $77 million 
c o n tra c t, la stin g five or six 
years, with Vinnell Corp. of 
Alham bra, Calif., to train the 
Saudi guard and build facilities 
for it. 
The State D epartm ent said 
the contract was part of a $300 
million deal with Saudi Arabia, 
sealed and publicly announced 
in May, 1973, under which the 
United States will help m odern­ 
ize the national guard. 
Pentagon sources said Vinnell 
will hire about 1,000 men to 
give 
the 
Saudis 
“advanced 
individual and unit training,” 


much like U.S. service m en get 
after they em erge from basic 
training.

English 
language classes so the m en 
could read repair manuals.

And if the store runs out of 
an advertised special, be sure to 
ask for a raincheck. These are 
often good indefinitely, so it 
pays to stockpile them. 
Just being a careful shopper 
may be all that’s necessary to 
cut your food bill.

Bye, Bye, Blackbirds

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Mil­ 
lions of blackbirds are roosting 
peacefully 
on 
U.S. 
Army 
property 
in 
Tennessee 
and 
Kentucky this winter, thanks 
largely to concerned conserva­ 
tionists. 
But 
the 
birds 
still 
might 
suffer death by freezing if the 
Army gets its way. 
For several years the black­ 
birds have been attracted to the 
straight lines of m an-planted 
pine forests around Ft. Cam p­ 
bell, Ky., and the Milan, Term., 
am m unition depot. 
The 
Army, 
claiming 
the 


swarming birds are a hazard to 
aviation and health, announced 
plans last fall to spray them 
with a detergent which, under 
the right cold w eather condi­ 
tions, would strip their feathers 
of protective oils and expose 
them to death by freezing. 
The Environm ental Defense 
Fund challenged the Army on 
the ground it failed to file a 
statem ent estim ating the envi­ 
ronmental im pact of killing so 
many blackbirds. Many other 
birds would be killed along with 
the blackbirds, the fund said, 
and 
the 
only 
sure 
way 
to 
control roosting is to cut down 


some of the trees. 
The A rm y c a p itu lated and 
filed 
an 
im pact 
statem ent 
which 
the 
fund 
considered 
inadequate. But the Army has 
complied with the law and m ay 
well decide to go ahead with 
the spraying mission. 
The 
environm entalists 
still 
could take the Army to court, 
but it was uncertain w hether 
they could act quickly enough 
to save the birds.

way through the vault, and 
stole three tons of coins—along 
with three Wells Fargo trucks 
to 
carry 
them 
in, 
three 
counting machines, and a small 
arsenal of weapons. 
The theft was not discovered 
until Monday. 
‘‘These men are very good at 
what they do,” said Lt. Harold 
Smith of the Manhattan Bur­ 


glary Squad. ‘‘This job was 
obviously very well 
planned 
and thought out.” 
Smith said the safecrackers 
entered the building sometime 
between Friday night and early 
Monday morning from a fire 
escape on the sixth floor, then 
made their way down back 
stairways to the second floor 
offices of the parking meter 
department.
